SIR, 
TCONSIDER it proper that the Society 
-■• for the Encouragement of Arts, Manu- 
fadures, and Commerce, fhould be made 
acquainted with the refult of a voyage to the 
South Sea, which I have had the honour to 
execute. 

The intention of it was, by his Majefty's 

diredions, to convey Plants of the Bread- 

U Fruit 
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Fruft Tree from Otaheite to St. Helena and 
the Weft- India Iflands, and likewife to 
bring to England many rare and valuable 
plants. 

I herewith enclofe to you the different 
receipts which I received abroad, on my de- 
livering the plants to the perfons autho- 
rifed to take charge of them ; together 
with a paper, which fliews at one view the 
refult of the voyage. Thofe brought to 
England were delivered at Kew Garden, and 
amounted to feven hundred ; among which 
were fome fine plants of the Bread Fruit. 
I requeft you will be pleafed to lay thefe 
papers before the Society for thfir infor- 
mation.
